Rut back of their arguments and 
vastly more convinding to some who 
did not agree with them or were unde- 
cided, was their threat that if Vada 
was admitted they would quit the 
Athena Society; antl some of the can- 
didates also declared that they would 
never join the society if Miss Watson 
was accepted. 

When the ballots were counted the 
friends of the colored girl found that 
they were defeated by just one vote. 
The meeting was not largely attended 
but friends of Miss Watson aver, that 
all her opponents were there: so they 
hope that tomorrow's vote, with a full 
attendance, will rc -lt in their favor. 
FACULTY MAY TAKE A HAND. 
If the matter is not satisfactorily ad- 
justed tomorrow it is probable the 
faculty will take a hand in straighten- 
ing out the kinks. 

President George F. Bovard said last 
night: “I was not aware a vote had 
been taken on the question of the ad- 
mission of Miss Watson into the 
Athena Society, although I had heard 
that her name had been sent in for 
membership. I do not care to express 
any opinion until after the meeting 
Friday. I desire to leave the manage- 
ment of the literary societies so far as 
possibile in the hands of the students.

AGENT AVERS 
ALLEN’S GUILT. 


Local Official cAccused in 
Land Office Scandal. 


Big Profils M-de Out of Trick: 
With Forest Reserves. 


Deas in Which the Government 
Always Gol the Worst 


of it.

The astounding charge is 
made in Washington that a 


highly-respected local official is 


touched by the land depart- 
ment ecandal concerning the 
administration of the United 
States forest reserves. Col. B. 
F. Allen, superintendent of. for- 
est reserves, is the man named, 
and it is said he has made fa- 
tal admissions to an agent of 
the government. The facts are 
not all off yet. Col. Allen 
makes a general denial of the 
charges so far as he is con- 
cerned, and it is to be hoped 
that he will come out of the 
investigation untainted. 


A special dispatch to The Times from 


Weshington states that secret agents 
af e Interior Department who were 
sent to Los Angeles early in the sum- 
mer to investigate the manner in 
which valuable advance. informa- 
tion concerning affairs of the land de- 
partment had been imparted to indi- 
viduals who made use of the knowl- 
edge to their own pecuniary benegt, 
secured sufficient evidence against F. 
A. Hyde, a San Francisco land agent, 
to prove the use of corrupt influence 
by him in securing surreptitious Infor- 
mation of the character In question. 

it is alleged that he has been in the 
practice of securing private informa- 
tion concerning the prospective crea- 
tions of forest reserves, long in ad- 
vance of the time when such infogma- 
tion should have been made public, and 
the charge makes special reference to 
transactions in forest reserves jocally 
confrolied from the Leos 
office. which is in charge of Col. 
Alten, superintendent of foregt  re- 
serves of Southern California. 

It ie further alleged that evidence 
was gathered implicating Col. Allen 
with Hyde in the crooked forest re- 
serve transd@etions, and that when 
pressure was brought to bear on Allen 
by the agent who was here investi- 
gating, “ol. Allen made damaging ad- 
missions, which may result in sur- 
prising gisciosures concerning the ad- 
ministration of the Southern California 
reserves, if the result of the investiga- 
tion is laid before the Federal grand 
jury. It is said these admissions are in 
black And white. , 

The dispatch states that one of the 
ways in Which Hyde operated fraudu- 
lently was to secure advance informa- 
tion when new tracts were recommend- 
ed for reserve purposes, then to buy up 
at a very low figure a large acreage 
of almost worthless strips to be con- 
tained within the proposed new reserve, 
and when the boundaries were created 
to deed this acreage to the govern- 
ment and receive in exchange lands 
ic of the reserve, invariably of 
| 


greater value. 

Special reference is made to the 
southern reserves, but it is inferred 
that Hyde has not always confined 
these alleged deals to one portion of 
the State. Up to about three years ago 
Sol. Allen had supervision over the 
forest reserves throughout California, 
his jurisdiction having since been lim- 
ited to those south of the Tehachepi. 

COL. ALLEN’S DENIALS. 

Col. Alien was interviewed last night 
at Hotel Melrose by a Times reporter 
concerning the allegations mentioned. 
He denied that he was implicated 
with Hyde in any questionable deals in 
connection with his duties, but ac- 
knowledged that he knew him, and 
did not doubt that Hyde was more or

Allen. Is this true?” 

“No, Iam not implicated in this mat- 
ter in any way,” replied Col. Allen. 
“These dispatches are the first I have: 
heard concerning the result of the 
agent's investigation. You see, the 
many reports which have been pub- 
lished in the papers of late concerning 
different alleged land frauds have iead 
to the confusion of matters relating di- 
rectiv to the land department and those 
of the forestry department, as inthis | 
instance.”

WHEW FREE MOUNTAIN THROUGH- 
FARE REACHES SUPERVISORS. 


Mass Meeting Called to Discuss Ab- 
sorbing Improvement Abun- 
dance of Water in Sigut—Electric 
Road to San Jacinto—Family Jar. 


REDLANDS, Noy, 4.—A meeting of 
of the Board of Trade 
will be held Saturday afiernoon at 2 
o'clock In the Board of Trade rooms, 
when the.subject of a free mountain 
road fur the county will be discussed. 
J. B. Giover, chairman of the County 
Board of Supervisors, who represents 
the Redlands district, will be present 
prepared to answer all questions. 

This matter of a free road. into the 
mountains, made possible by act of the 
last Legisiagure, when county supervi- 
sors thro t the State were author- 
ised to build roads from the general 
fund, is now under consideration for 
the first time by the San Bérnardino 
Supervisors, and is arousing the deep- 
, est interest from one end of the valley 
to the other. Appreciating the advan- 
tages that will accrue from having 
access to the nearby mountain 
| resorts, various towns in the foothills 
are preparing to do battle royal in an 
endeavor to secure the first road. 

Pour existing toil roads have been 
offered, the Devil Cafion, the Arrow- 
head, the old Daley road, and the City 
Creek road, and a proposition has also 
been received to build a new road. The 
Devil Cafion road is offered by the 
Oakgien Lumber Company for noth- 
ing. plus putting the road in repair, 
which it is estimated cannot be done 
for less than between $10,000 and $20,- 
00. The Arrowhead Reservoir Com- 
pany will sell its property for $25,000; 
original cost, $41,080. The Daley road 
is not the disused “‘trail’’ of that name, 
but means a new road up East Twin 
Creek Cafion that touches the old one 
at several points. This road private 

jes have offered to build, twelve 

cet wide, at a 12 per cent. grade, at a 
cost varying from $9000 to $20,000, ac- 
cording to width of road, location and 
materiai employed, but the Supervisors 
must purchase the right-of-way. The 
City Creek road, which leads from 
Highlands, can be bought of the Brook- 
ings Lumber Company for $5000; first 
cost, $48,000. 

Opinion in Redlands is divided, many 
favoring the City Creek road as fairly 
accessable for all, and as the best 
compromise offered by opposing county 
intereats. Others are willing that this 
first road shall go as far west as the 
Arrowhead or Daley roads, and that 
later, in a few years it may be, an- 
other road be built at this end of the 
valiey, perhaps as far east as the Mill 
Creek Cafion. This latter plan, it is 
claimed, will give direct access to the 
Sumimer resort section of the Santa 
Ana and Upper Bear Valley, and to a 
large mining district, and will divert 
the freight of the latter that isnow 
sent by way of Victor to Redlands. 
two roads, each tapping the 
county road that is already in use 
along the crest of the San Bernardino 
range, would make an unexcelled 
mountain boulevard, and accommodate 
every section of the county. 

NEWS PICK-UPS. 

The Bear Valley reservoir gate was 
closed for the season October 31 with 
39 fee 2 inches of water left for 
next season's use, and with anything 
pear an.average rainfall this season 
there w be an abundance of water 
under the Bear Valley system for next 
season. ‘There has been used from the 
reservoir this year only six and one- 
half feet of water. 

San Jacinto parties were in Red- 
lands yesterday endeavoring to inter- 
est local business men in a proposi- 
tion to connect the two cities by an 
electric road. Besides the passenger 
traffic, it is claimed that enough 
freight can be assured to make the 
new line profitable from the star«. 
Redlands is ‘Ahe natural center for 
freight shipments to Los Angeles and 
the East from the San Jacinto cointry, 
but at present everything has to be 
hauled over the road by wagon. The 
road also would pass through a rich 
dairy region. 

Louls Degenhart appeared in the Re- 
cordér’s court this morning to answer 
to a charge of battery brought by his 
wife, Lulu F. Degenhart, but on pléa 
of demurrer the case was continued 
until November 10.

TQ LONG BEACH. 

Victim Steps Out on Tracks and Col- 


lision With Moving Car Crushed in 


‘His Side—Runaway Horse Turns a 
Somersault. 


LONG BEACH, Nov. 4—M. H. La- 
etra, a well-known resident of Glen- 
| dora, Was struck and fatally injured 
by a north-bound electric car at Wil- 
low street about 11:30 o'clock this 
morning.

ABOR INVESTIGATOR 
ON UNIONS’ ABUSES. 
STANNARD BAKER THROWS 
LIGHT ON RANK DOINGS. 


RAY 


Man Who Has Studied Situation from 
Top to Bottom Speaks in Claremont. 
Perfidy of Bosses and Lack of Prin- 
ciple. 


CLAREMONT, Nov. 4.—Filling 
Holmes Hall Chapel to its utmost ca- 
pacity, an audience of college students 
and residents of Pomona Valley listened 
last night with rapt attention to an 
address given by Ray Stannard Baker, 
the labor-union investigator, presenting 
the results of his research into labor 
conditions, concluded last week in San 
Francisco. Mr. Baker is the forceful 
magazine writer whose exposé of labor- 
union inhumanity in Chicago attracted 
wide attention recently. 

The speaker pointed out fhe extreme 
degree to which labor organizations 
have gone in San Francisco, and 
showed .certain gross abuses of power 
practiced as a result. ‘“‘Comparing the 
labor conditions et San Francisco with 
those of the other great American cit- 
ies, I am convinced San Francisco has 
the most complete labor organization in 
the world,” said he. “Why, even the 
boys selling gum have formed a gum 
boys’ union, and restrict the hours dur- 
ing which gum can be sold. The lads 
who set up pins in bowling alleys have 
a well-perfected organization with defi- 
nite restrictions and rules. The boot- 
blacks are also members of a union of 
their own. Only recently they put the 
price of a shine from 5 cents to 10 cents 
throughout the metropolis. Even the 
fish cleaners have formed a union, and 
refuse to admit men without a special 
examination of their own making. It 
is the excess of such organizations 
which we have to fight.” , 

Mr. Baker said another great dange 
that threatens the union is the “boss.” 

“Just as truly as New York is domi- 
nated by Tammany, and Pennsylvania 
by Quay, there is imminent danger 
and often convincing evidence that the 
labor-union boss is traitor to the cause 
he represents. 

“Think of the abuse to employers and 
to the public for plasterers to demand 
and get $8 per day for eight hours, and 
lathers, $19 per day, as was an actual! 
fact in San Francisco last summer! 
The labor-union representatives deny 
‘that such impositions are practiced, but 
facts are incontrovertible. One em- 
ployer stated that he tried to get men 
from other cities to do certain work, 
but the labor 


cities that the labor supply was 


met, and for nobody to come—and no- 
body did come. Another abuse is the 
great restriction against boys or ap- 
prentices entering the work done by 
gertain unions. For instance, a 
who might pick up the lather’s trade in 
a few weeks is compelled by the union 
to carry lath for a number of months 
before he is ever allowed to pound a 
nail. Again, the unions charge at times 
most exorbitant prices to enter the 
union, one organization in New York 
exacting $150. And in entering the 
union, instance, in electrical work, 
there is, in many cases, a charge of $25 
for examination, and then $25 more 
charged to get in. If they fall in the 
examination, which is made extremely 
difficult, they lose the $25. 

“Even the hod carriers have formed 
their union, and are compelling an ex- 
amination before members can enter. 
Another abuse is the prohibition, by the 
unions, by which an employer, even 
though hiring but one man, cannot 
himself work with his hands more than 
two hours per day. For instance, the 
Tile Layers’ Union prevented an em- 
ployer from working; and many other 
instances I have observed. 

“Again it is affirmed that union men 
will not do a fair day's work for 4 
day’s pay. A certain member of a ship- 
building firm made the statement to 
me, thet although wages had only gone 
up 15 per cent., there had been within 
a short time an actual increase in the 
cost of labor in the building of great 
ships fram 20 to 40 per cent. There is 
a tendency to bring the amount of 
work dene by the expert workman 
down to the level of the mediocre. 
Union men look with suspicion upon 
the man who does hig best. This is a 
pernicious element in trades | unions: 
Again, there are scores of petty squab- 
bles between different unions as to 
work lyihg on disputed territory. Thus, 
the plumbers and gas fitters, In one in- 
stance, quarreled over who would lay 
certain pipe leading from the building 
to the street: it was finally egreed that 
the gas fitters should lay the cold 
steam pipe and the plumbers the hot 
pipe. Again, the unions certain 
cases, opposed the introduction of ma- 
chinery; an instance of this is the 
Stone-cutters’ Union. They insisted that 
certain machinery be done away with 
and stone cutters be brought in to take 
its place. The. employer went to the 
union and asked that the matter be ar- 
bitrated: the unton leaders refused with 
these words. fe have got the power 
and we'll use it.’ 

“Such are some of the abuses of the 
trades unions of today. I am often 
asked what is to be the end of all this, 
and I reply, ‘There will be no end so 
long as men are born of unequal power; 
so long as some men work with their 
brains and others with their haends;’ 
but I also reply, ‘We can learn to fight 
fair.” Tt ts like a game of football: 
of necessity, it is rough and strenuous 
but, when played at its best, the strug- 
gle is «lean and manly and open. IT 
believe that the organization of capital 
and of tabor ia inevitable and not, of 
itself, evil; their abuses are a flagrant 
evil. Rut when Interests conflict we 
must and I believe shall, learn to fight 
square—as President Roosevelt says. 
‘decently.” To bring this about we must 
every one of us realise not only our 
privileges, but our duties as Individuals 
of a government which depends for its 
stability and success ugon the integrity 
and loyalty of its citizens—both em- 
ployers and employed.”

OF ARIZONA UNIVERSITY.

DR. KENDRICK CHARLES BABCOCK 
FORMALLY INSTALLED. 
——— 


Instructive Address by Dr. Benjamin 


Ide Wheeler on the Scope and Useful- 
ness of State Universities and the 


Dangers that Beset Them. 


(BY THE AGSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1 

TUCSON (Aris.) Nov. 4—In_ the 
presence of the largest audience ever 
assembled in Tucson, Charles Ken- 
drick Babcock, late of California, was 
installed as president of the University 
of Arizona. The stage of the operahouse 
was filled by prominent educators, 
politicians and divines from all parts 
of the Territory. Gov. Alex. Brodie and 
members of his staff with the board of 
regents of the university occupied 
prominent seats on the platform. Over 
a hundred teachers from different parts 
of the Territory were present. 

At 8 p.m. President Babcock, accom- 
panied by President Benjamin Ide 
Wheeler of California and Gov. Bro- 
die, appeared on the platform, fol- 
lowed by the entire faculty dressed in 
caps and gowns. The ceremonies 
opened wtih an invocation by Rev. 
George Selby of the Episcopalian 
Church, this city, after which Gov. 
Brodie was presented. He reviewed 
the growth of the university, and the 
trials and vicissitudes it had gone 
through in reaching its present posi- 
tion in the educational world. He con- 
gratulated the institution on its good 
fortune in securing so eminent an edu- 
cator as Dr. Babcock, and pledged 
the new president the hearty support 
of his administration and the people of 
Arizona. 

Dr. Benjamin Ide Wheeler, president 
of the University of California, deliy- 
ered the principal address. 

President Wheeler said in part: 

“The University of California brings 
its greetings to the University of Ari- 
zona. The two institutions are close 
akin in origin and purpose. Both were 
established by their respective com- 
monwealths in col\iperation with the pur- 
poses of the United States govern- 
ment to be recipients of its bounty. 
both are therefore national universities 
as well as State universities. Both set 
the capstone upon the State system 
of public education, und are constit- 
vent parts of the public school system. 
Herein after all lies the most signifi- 
cant mark of their kinship.” 

President Wheeler paid an eloquent 
and feeling tribute to the worth of 
President Babcock, who has gone from 
Berkeley to become president of the 
University of Arizona. He then re- 
ferred at length to the difficulties and 
complications which on every hand be- 
set the president of a State university, 
saying: 

“Too oftén the position has been 
made the football of shifting popular 
moods or of party politics, or worse of 
factional strife. Unless the university 
in all its working and being can rise 
like a lighthouse high and clean above 
the surging and dashing of i)¢ transi- 
ent and sordid, unless it can iay hold 
with its foundations upon something 
more solid than the shifting sands of 
opinion and prejudice, unless it can 
look down calm and undismayed in its 
anchorage of truth upon the battling 
waves around it, conscious that their 
fury cannot reach it, there might as 
well be no university. 

“I am warning here not alone about 
the common brew of party politics, but 
about the meaner brew that is stirred 
in,the name of private “pull”—the in- 
fluential citizen who wants his wife's 
cousin appointed to an instructorship; 
the editor who wages a grudge be- 
cause a friend who was an incompetent 
instructor lost his place; the assembly- 
man whose brother's boy must not be 
expelled, lest appropriations in the 
next Legislature suffer; the professor 
whose salary had better be raised be- 
cause it will be acceptable to certain 
important railroad people with whom 
he goes ca ing in the summer, etc. 

“All this business is full of back- 
handed blackmail and backhanded 
stealing, but is tolerated and often pro- 
moted by otherwise well-intentioned 
citizens ef sluggish public conscience, 
who dazediy conform to the vulgar 
notion that someway or other public 
money can not be expected to have 
as much value as other money. A pub- 
lic official, who uses his position to 
secure public office and pay for a man 
inferior to the available best, because 
of personal or private relations or obli- 
gations to that man, has public money 
wherewith to settle private accounts; 
he has treated a public trust as a pri- 
vate possession; he has stolen public 
money; he is a thief. The man who 
urges an Official to do such a thing, has 
induced theft, and is a partaker in the 
crime. 

“Among other difficulties one has 
been alleged to inhere in the position of 
a university under public control, which 
may, in some circumstances, constitute 
a real danger to academic liberty and 
the liberty of truth. This concerns the 
possibility that free investigation and 
frank instruction concerning subjects 
involved in the partisan contentions of 
those parties or societies into which the 
public is divided may be restrained or 
perverted through the influence of these 
organizations. A few pitiable cases 
have occurred in State universities, but 
immeasurably more in private institu- 
tions. In fact, these latter are often 
organized in loyalty to some idea or 
set of beliefs, which very fact precludes 
the free acientific treatment of 
having relation thereto.

zation is false, and public control is a 
mistake. A university with blinders on 
is no university at all. But in actual 
experience I am persuaded this difi- 
culty does not in any real form cxiet. 
Scientific truth soundly determined and 
objectively stated In scientific form and 
spirit by real investigators who have 
been guided by their eyes rather than 
their prejudices and who seek the truth 
and not confirmation of preconceived 
views is not the thing which awakens 
distrust and arouses test. The 
formulations of idea on which partisan- 
ship of every guise is usually organised 
seldom approach within solution dis- 


tance of the rea! scientific formulations. 
Transiation from one into the other 
must prac ly always be indirect.”

OBJECTED TO EXTENSION. 

Serious opposition has been encoun- 
tered by the Santa Fé railway in its 
plan for an extension of its road 
through the Sunset oil fleld. Two com- 
panies, the Superior and Sunset Coast, 
are reported to b objecting to the 
granting of the right of way, while 
other operators are quite willing to 
accede to the railway’s requests. 

The opposition is believed to be 
backed by Jewett & Blodgett and their 
affiliated corporations interested in the 
opposition pipe line, which tuns 
through and would draw from a very 
large portion of its territory to be in- 
vaded hy the railway. Jewett & Blodg- 
ett own the largest interest in the 
Sunset field, many properties being 
leased by them to their present oper- 
ators, and their influence might be 
sufficient to cause same opposition. 

About a year ago Jewett & Blodg- 
ett, who for years have tried in vain to 
secure better transportation facilities 
from the railway company, organized 
the Consolidated California Oil Fields 
Company and interested French and 
English capitalists. Work was started 
on a pipe line that will give the dis- 
trict relief, and at that time the rail- 
way company awoke and began to plan 
for the extension if its road, which 
-will tap many of the properties reached 
by the pipe line. - 

While the extension of the road will 
not render the pipe line useless it will 
cause embarrassment to its builders. 
Naturally the pipe line people are not 
pleased, and hence the opposition.

$i, and that they subsequently loaned 
the copporation £13,800, and then liqul- 
dated the indebtedness by appropriat- 
ing 38,000 shares additional to them- 
selves, thus obtaining an undue and 
disproportionate voice in the manage- 
ment, to the injury of other stockhold- 
ers. The plaintiffs allege that the di- 
rectors gave no consideration for their 
stock and ask for judgement against 
them for the amount of its par value, 
the same to be paid back into the 
treasury of the exchange.

100 tons Of ore a day. WUVeveiopinent in- 
cludes nearly 2000 feet of underground 
works, the principal openings being 
tunnels driven in the siue of the hills, 
tapping the vein several hundred 
feet below the cropping. ‘line ore body 
will average from ten to sixteen feet 
in width and the values in gold and 
silver are close to $9 a tor, leaving a 
handsome profit. ye 

For several months nearly forty 
men have been employed on the prop- 
erty, and if the sale is consummated 
more extensive operations will be the 
resylt. Already several thousand tons 
of ore have been blocked out, and 
there is said to be a mountain of 
such rock. 

The principal property in this dis- 
trict is the Exposed Treasure, owned 
and operated by a company composed 
vrincipally of New York capitalists. 
This mine is equipped with a twnety- 
stamp mill and complete cyanide plant.

Two large water pipe lines supply 
this camp with Ap abundance of wa- 
ter, which Is an important ftem in des- 
ert mining.

He gave other evidences of 
being insane, and was taken into cus- 
tody. 

Mre. Regina M. Dixon, who was for 
twelve years a teacher of mathemat- 
ics in the city High School, and who 
at one time taught with Prof. Trebaol, 
has interested herself in the unfortu- 
nate case, and yesterday started the 
movement for a fund to be used for the 
relief of the indigent family ‘of the 
man. He has a wife, who is soon to 
add another member to the household, 
and there are alreddy five little chil- 
dren. 

The First National Bank has agreed 
to handle any contributions which may 
be made for their relief, and this will 
be disbursed by the attorney who has 
been assisting Mrs. Trebaol, J. Wise- 
man Macdonald. Contributions should 
be made to the bank, payable to Mr. 
Macdonald. 

It is hoped that the itnsanity of the 
French professor will prove only tem- 
porary. Those who know him well 
say that he is a man of fine educa- 
tion. He was educated for the priest- 
hood, but gave this up and married. 
He has been a very hard worker, buf 
the summer vacation brought about a 
small attendance at his classes and a 
consequent decrease in his little in- 
come, until the family was in actual 
want.

It was fret arranged that the revo- 
lution should take place 2 ocilock 
Wednesday, when a telegram was re- 
ceived from Colon, announcing that 
Gen. Tovar, with a detachment of 500 
troops had arrived there from Savan- 
illa on the cruiser Cartagena. Some of 
the revolutionists became discouraged, 
and it seemed likely that the move- 
ment would collapse. The more deter- 
mined leaders of the revolutionists 
called on Dr. Amador and urged the 
taking of immediate action, while oth- 
ers advised postponing the uprising. 
But Dr. Amador was full of enthusi- 
asm, and would not listen to any pro- 
posals to postpone the outbreak until 
later than Tuesday evening. This was 
the situation throughout the afternoon 
of Tuesday, when all the revolyutionists 
were anxiously awaiting orders from 
Dr. Amador.

ACTION AT WASHINGTON. 
BOMBARDMENT BRINGS PROTEST 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 

WASHINGTON, Nov. United 
States Consul Ehrman at Panama ca- 
bles to the State Department under 
today’s date that the Colombian gov- 
ernment warship Bogota is shelling the 
city. One Chinaman has been killed. 
Mr. Fhrman has been inetructed to 
protest against the Bombardment. If 
the Consul’s protest is not sufficient, 
the commander of the United States 
gunboat Boston, which is by this time 
on her way to Panama from San Juan 
del Sur, 600 miles distant, will prompt- 
ty seize the Colombian gunboat, if nec- 
essary, to stop the bombardment. 


The bombardment is in violation of 
all the rules of war, beginning as it 
did without the required notice. More- 
over, the United States government 
takes the ground that it certainly in- 
terferes with the freedom of transit 
across the isthmus, which this govern- 
ment is bound by treaty to maintain. 

The greatest activity was exhibited 
wy. the State and Navy departments 
this morning, and there were frequent 
consultations between the officials, the 
naval officers especially being intent 
on werking out the plan of protection 
of the isthmian traffic, outlined by 
the State Department. It is quite evi- 
dent thatthe navy is making prepera- 
tions for a larger squaaron in isthmian 
waters than it has made for many 
years, and the fact is not disguised 
that all the information coming from 
the secret agents points to the ulti- 
mate success of the revolution. But 
meanwhile, extremely delicate ques- 
tions are to be answered, for the oc- 
cupation of one end of the Panama 
Rallroad by the government forces and 
the other end by the insurgents makes 
the situation extremely complicated. 
That is one reason the conferences are 
being held, and why it is desirable that 
the most exact instructions possibile 
shall be sent to our naval command-

CABLE TRAINS 


_ IN COLLISION. 


One Passenger Killed and 
Many Others Hutt. 


Gripman Lost Control Because of 
Suppety Tracks. 
Fog Kept People on Oihzr Train

KANSAS CITY (Mo.) Nov. 4.—-One 
person was killed and fifty-one others 
injured, two perhaps fatally, in the 
collision of cable cars in a fog early 
today on the steep Twelfth-street 
Viaduct. Most-of the injured were shop 
girls on the way from their homes m 
Kansas City. Kan., to the big depart- 
ment stores on the Missouri side. The 
dead girl. Nellis Luscombe, aged 0, a 
clerk, was instantly killed. She was 
found buried beneath the debris. A 
smal! piece of steel, the size of a lead 
pencil, had been driven into her gkull 
between the eyes and the left side of 
her head was crushed. 

Of the injured, Carrie Mooney, also 
a drygoods clerk. suffered both legs 
broken, and Herman Watkins, a clerk 
in the Methodist Book Concern, whose 
jaw was broken and who was other- 
wise hurt, will die, it is believed. Sev- 
enteen others were more or less se- 
riously hurt, five of them having broken 
bones. The other thirty-four injured 
sustained only minor cuts and bruises. 

All the injured lived in Kansas City, 

Kan., or its suburbs. Several of them 
were children going to school. 
. The accident was due to slippery 
tracks. One train heavily laden wiita 
passengers had reached Summit 
street, four blocks east of the top of 
the Twelfth-street viaduct, that spans 
the railway tracks in the union depot 
yards. For eight biocks there is a 
sheer descent of about thirty degrees, 
At summit street the train had stopped 
to let off a passenger, when the grip- 
man lost his grip om the cable. Im- 
mediately the train started back, gain- 
ing great speed. A heavy fog made it 
impossible to see a block ahead, and 
‘Indescribable confusion reigned among 
the passengers, dozens of whom were 
flesely packed inside the closed car. 
Many among those on the platforms ef 
the rear car jumped and escaped With 
but slight injuries. 

When the train had reached the top 
of the viaduct it was going at a rate 
of perhaps thirty miles an hour. Two 
biocks away, midway down the incline, 
another heavily laden train was mak- 
ing its way upward. The fog was tov 
dGense for either crew to see the other, 
and not unt!l the runaway train was 
within a few feet of the second train 
did those on the latter realize ciny- 
thing was wrong.

With the Atlanta, Dixie and Nash- 
Ville there will be a naval force on the 
gulf side of the isthmus sufficient to 
meet any probable emergency. The 
Presence of the 400 Colombian govern- 
ment troops at Colon makes the situa- 
tion thére at present more difficult 
than on the Panama side. It is the 
opinion of some of the officials here, 
however, that these troops, having been 
deprived of their general officers by 
capture, will surrender without blood- 
shed and perhaps join. the revolution, 
but if the government troops hold out 
and, maintain possession of Colon, it 
whl probably oblige the United States 
to take temporary possession of the 
railroad again, as traffic cannot be 
maintained with one end of the line in 
possession of the government forces 
and the other in the hands of the reyo- 
lutionists. The effect of such seizure 
of the road would be to prevent the 
movement of any body of troops carry- 
ing arms from one side of the isthmus 
to the other. It is fortunate for the 
revolutionists that they were in prac- 
tical possession of the isthmus when 
the firat of the United States naval! 
forces arrived, for one of the standing 
rules of the navy in such cases is to 
maintain the statu quo. 

AS TO RECOGNITION. 

The persons who have engineered the 
revolution have so for succeeded in 
concealiag the exact measures of thei, 
powers and responsibilities, but last 
evening some cabled inquiries came to 
the State Department from men who 
stand very high in the business world 
of Panama, asking if the United States 
government would extend recognition 
to the new State if the present move- 
ment was successful.

DISPATCHES INTERCEPTED. 
DEPARTMENT PLANS MISCARRY. 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—The situa- 
tion at the two ends or the railway, 
Panama and Colon, is anomalous, and 
late tonight it developed that the Colon 
situation is the result of plans of the 
Navy Department miscarrying. 

The dispatches to the Nashville, 
which should have reached her imme- 
diately upon her arrival at Colon, No- 
vember 2, Were intercepted, and were 
not received by Commander Hubbard 
until after the Colombiar’ gunboat 
Cartagena arrived at Colon with 500 
Colombian troops aboard, when it was 
too late to prevent her entrance to the 
harbor. The execytion of the original 
scheme would have eliminated the Car- 
tagena from the situation at Colon, 
and the present unfortunate complica- 
tions would have been averted. 

Tomorrow it is expected further ef- 
forts will be made on the part of the 
new government of Panama to obtain 
recognition at the hands of the United 
States. 

During the day a telegram was re- 
ceived at the State Department from 
the New York management of the Pan- 
ama Railroad Company stating that the 
property of that company was in dan- 
ger, and asking for protection.

It was 
brought on undeniably by the failure 
of the Colomblan Congress to ratify 
the canal treaty. The Department of 
Panama is naturally much interested 
in having the canal dug. It means 
prosperity for a province, which is not 
only impoverished, but not even self- 
supporting. What Panama, left to it- 
self, will do for funds ts a question. 
Every two weeks, the Federal gov- 
ernment at Bogota has had to send 
money to Panama in order to defray 
the expenses of the local administra- 
,tion. With this source of supply cut 
off, famine looms up as inevitable. 

“Aside from the loss in money, @ 
civil war at this time would completely 
devitalize the country. And _ yet, I 
don't see how the Bogota government 
can avoid it. It certainly wfll not con- 
cede autonomy to Panama. The only 
way in sight would seem to me to be 
the entering into negotiations by the 
govertiiment of Colombia with the gov- 
ernment of the new canal treaty.”

PANAMA, Nov. 3.—{By Central 
American Following is an ex- 
tract from the document proclaiming 
the independence of the Isthmus of 
Panama. This afternoon (Tues- 
day) at 3 o'clock the munictpal- 
ity of Panama assembled with the ex- 
clusive purpose of deliberating on the 
Situation of the country and deciding 
On the most convenient manner by 
which to promote the interests of the 
populations constituting the topo- 
graphic and political entity denomi- 
nated the Isthmus of Panama. 

“Addresses were made establishing 
the fact that in tae unlon of the isth- 
mus With old Colombia, modern Colom- 
bia has not received the benefits which 
it exeptected. Instead of being treated 
In a patriotic manner, grievances in- 
crease every day in number and im- 
portance, and were iorced with a blind- 
ness that killed in the people of the 
Isthmus the affection they had for their 
alliance with Colombia. 

“Moved by the necessity of satis- 
fying obligations and promoting 
within the bosoms of the people respect 
for right and liberty, the Municipal 
Council of the District of Panama de- 
clares that the people within its juris- 
diction shall from today and forever- 
more separate themselves from the 
Republic of Colombia, and, limiting it 
to the State of Panama, shall create 
with the other populations of the-State 
of Panama who accept separation, a 
republic, this republic to have an in- 
dependent democratic and representa- 
tive government. 

“The municipality of the District of 


Panama, in its own name and that of 


other municipal councils, commends 
the administration and direction of af- 
fairs pending the constitution of the 
new republic to a junta composed of 
José Augustin Arango, Federico Boyd 
and Thomes Arias.” 

The prociamation was unanimously 
approved by the Council. Everybody 
is signing the act of independence. The 
provisional government of Panama has 
notified the agents of the steamship 
companies not to accept Colombian 
passengers for Colombian ports, unless 
they cen show passports.

[Harper's Weekly:) Waen the boat 
is first closed there is a slight sensa- 
tion of. pressure in the ears, aly | 


voices sound far away. Occasionally 
a slight deciension in a forward direc- 
tion hints that the boat is going down.

How German Soldiers Are Abused. 

The statistive of convictions for 
abuse of military authority in the 
treatment of subordinates have _ re- 
cently been exciting painful attention.

Next morning 
every one of the lot was exactly right. 

“The fact is you can regulate a watch 
to make exactly twenty-four hours a 
day, but you can’t persuade it to make 
just sixty minutes in each of 
twenty-four hours. Why this is no ene 
can tell."—({New York Times.

Rockefeller was one of the heaviest 
stockholders in the Union Pacific, of 


which the Gould Southwestern Railway 
system was @ direct rival Gould, ac- 
cordingly, called on Rockefeller. He 
said frankly that he did not want to 
run the Missouri Pacific in competition 
with the Rockefeller interests and he 
asked the great financier, snuch after 
the manner in which a son seeks advice 
from-—a_ father, just how he could con- 
duct his road and its branches in har- 
mony with its former rival. There was 
something about Gould, something in 
the confidence that he reposed in Rock- 
efeller that won his friendship. A 
harmony pilen was at once arranged 
and from that time forward the friend- 
ship between these two men grew 
stronger. The more Rockefeller saw of 
Gould the more he liked and believed in 
him. When the split between William 
and John D. Rockefeller came the busi- 
nesg interests of the latter and of 
Gould were strengthened. Rockefeller 
millions began to pour into Gould prop- 
ositions. An extensive system of ex- 
pansion was planned and the Gould 
roads reached out toward the Atlantic 
and the Pacific. 

Gould, realizing the importance of 
making strong allies and planning for 
the future, was quick to seize upon a cir- 
cumstance that brought him and Andrew 
Carnegie together. Carnegie, who may 
be said to have changed the railway 
map of the United States, was engaged 
in a fight with the Pennsylvania Com- 
pany, which he thought was cherging 
too much for freight. He had heard of 
George Gould's ambition to bring the 
Wabash to an Atlantic port and he de- 
termined to use him as a wedge agains: 
the Pennsylvania people. Gould and 
Carnegie hed several] conferences, the 
result of which was that a contract was 
entered into by which the Wabash was 
to receive 25 per cent. annually of the 
output of the Carnegie Steel Company, 
in“consideration of a railroad being 
}built into Pittsburgh. The United 
States Steel Corporation of which J. P. 
Morgan is the head and front, and one 
of Gould's bitterest enemies, has now 
that contract to fulfill. This one ton- 
nage contract is enough to guarantee 
the financial success of the new line 
from the start, and the most peculiar 
feature of the whole matter is that the 
monev comeg from the very men who 
most strenuously opposed the entrance 
of the road into Pittsburgh.

The “Lazy Bug,” tn all its pessive 
power, was discussec iast night by the 
New York Microscopical Society, and 
before Dr. James H. Stebbins, Jr., had 
finished the paper he had prepared he 
had thoroughly demonstrated that 
many a man who is too tired to work 
is not to blame for inactivity. 

Dr. Stebbins did not attempt to pro-

Germany, according to a con- 
sular report just issued by the State 
Department from United States Con- 
sul Warner, stationed at Leipsig, is at 
present busy upon orders from Italy, 
Russia and Jnepan. The consul further 
says: “It has not been so long ago 
that the firm of Kitson & Co., Leeds, 
Eng., was given an order for locom- 
tives by the Sudanese railroad simply 
because this firm was prepared to tii) 
the order within five or six months, 
white an American firm could not even 
promise to do so in twice that length 
of une. The Sudanese railroad is at 
present using American locomotives, 
and with such success that it was ree 
luctant to go elsewhere for new ones. 
The American Locomotive Company. 
Broad Exchange building, have shipped 
about one hundred locomotives to Ja- 
pan. The Yankee locomotives in use 
on the Sudanese railway were built at 
the Baldwin Locomotive Works, Phil- 
adelphia, and, as previously noted in 
these coluimns, have been found not 
only cheaper in their initial cost than 
British engines also employed on the 
African road, but less expensive in 
operation, as they consumed less coal 
and oil than the Neilson (Scoteh) loco- 
motives.—-{Journal of Commerce.

OMPERS AND THE-OPEN SHOP. 

Samuel Gompers has had much 
of late. in attempted “defense 
of the union-labor crusade against 
the open shop. His attempts at de- 
fending this crusade are very weak, 
because le essays a defense of some- 
Ching which isnot susceptible of suc- 
@eesful defense upon any rational 


ground. 

What is the open shop, and the 
Principle which it stands for? The 
Principle of the open shop simply 
Means that the employer refuses to 
make any distinction between union 
‘labor and non-union labor: that he 
treats all employés alike, whether they 
belong to the union or not: that he 
will neither give nor refuse employ- 
Ment to a man solely because he does 
Bot belong to a union, nor solely be- 
“eause he does belong to a union: in 
brief, that he will employ men upon 
their merits as workmen, without 
prejudice, and solely upon a business 
Basis—which is the correct basis for 
the relations between employer and 
em ployé. 

Is there anything wrong in this? 
‘Have reasonable men any just cause 
for complaint because of this attitude 
on the part of employers? Is not this 
Proposition—to treat all workmen 
alike—in accord with the oft-cited 
maxim of “equal rights to all, special 
privileges to none?” 

The trouble is that, although Gom- 
Pers and his followers are exceedingly 
free to quote this and other fair- 
sounding maxims, they are not will- 
ing that they shall be applied in prac- 
tice to any class of workmen but 
such as belong to their organizations. 
They demand, in effect, equal rizhts 
for themselves, and special privileges 
for nobody but themseives. 

The Gompers brand of logic is as 
slippery and sioppery as the Gompers 
individual—if such a thing be possi- 
bie. “The public knows something 
of the attempt of plutocracy to mis- 
represent President Roosevelt's atti- 
tude toward unionism,” observes the 
Gompefs individual, in one of his re- 
Cent tirades. “This order in the Mil- 
ler case.” he continues, “which had 
BO application to any service or es- 
‘tablishment other than governmenral, 
wes tortured into something like a 
general principle or rule of action for 
all employers. This miserable at- 

has failed, and even capitalistic 
pa have been compelled to point 
out to their readers that under no 
circumstances can the order or its fn- 
fuence be construed to apply to pri- 
vate business.”

The public also knows 
Something of the abject failure of 
this attempt against the Chief Exec- 
tive, and of the cringing, wheedling 
menner in which the boycotting 
gang. which started out all bravado, 
Sccepted the deserved rebuke which 
the President so admirably admints- 
tered. The public has also become 
@ware that the wild and woolly cam- 
peign which organized unionism 
Started against the President with so 
much “eclat” a few weeks ago has 
“flattened out” as completely as the 
@verage Los Angeles strike. 

Nobody has ever claimed or sup- 
posed that the President's order in 
the Miller case had any other appli- 
cation than to the Government Print- 
ing Office and other government de- 
partments. The President has no aw 
thority, and has never had any 
authority,:to give orders of any kind 
“to apply to private business.” But 
it must be clear to any person of 
understanding that a rule of conduct 
which is advantageous and equitable 
as applied to the public business, fs 
by Mo means a bad rule to be applied 
to the conduct of private business_ 

“The open-shop proposition im- 
plies,” says Gompers, “that organized 
labor must give up, not a_ special 
privilege improperly held, but the 
common and fundamental right to re- 
fuse to werk with non-union men. 
Why should jabor give up this legal 
@nd moral right? The right is of the 
Same class and importance as thé 
right to quit work is fundamental 
To give it up would be to restore 
Slavery and make slaves of the most 
skiljed and competent of American 
workmen.” Here is more of Gom- 


Serss slippery-sioppery, logic (by 


courtesy so called.) Organized labor, 
in demanding that employers shall 
establish the closed shop, demands 
in effect that the employers shall 
discriminate against ail men not be- 
longing to unions, shall refuse to give 
such men employment, shall virtually 
establish a blacklist against them, 
and shall thus deny them thew right 
tq earn a living by labor. The open- 
shop principle does not require any 
man, unionist or non-unionist, to 
give up any right which belongs to 
him properly. 

Union men may refuse to work 
with non-union men if they see fit. 
Nobody has sought or is seeking to 
deprive them of this acknowledged 
right. But they go further than de- 
manding merely the free exercise of 
this right. They demand that, as a 
condition of their employment, the 
employer shall use the power of his 
position, as such, to deprive non- 
union men of their indefeasible right 
to work for whom they please and on 
such terms as can be agreed upon be- 
tween them and their employer, with- 
out dictation from any person or ag- 
gregation of persons. There is no 
complaint in any quarter so long as 
unionists confine themselves to the 
exercise of their conceded rights, 
moral and legal. It is only when they 
insist upon interfering with the 
guaranteed rights of others that there 
is objection. Objections based upon 
this ground are not to be ignored. 
They will be heard, and heard to 
sor e purpose. 


ESULTS OF THE ELECTIONS. 
All things considered, Republi- 
cans have ample ground for satisfac- 
tion over the results of the elections 
held on Tuesday. The most signifi- 
cant of these results is that of the 
election in Ohio, and there the Re- 
publican majority is one of the larg- 
est ever known in the history of the 
State. The plurality of Herrick, the 
Republican candidate for Governor, 
over Johnson, the Democratic can- 
didate, is in the neighborhood of 125,- 
000. This is a greater victory than 
even the most sanguine Republican 
expected. The Republican member- 
ship in the Legislature is greatly in- 
creased, giving them a majority on 
joint ballot of 95, or thereabouts, out 
of a total vote of 143. Ohio, not so 
very far '» the past, was classed as 
an “uncertain” State. It can hardly 
be so considered now, if the verdict of 
Tuesday's election is any criterion. 
Ip New York City, Tammany came 
to the front with a plurality for 
George McClellan, for Mayor, of over 
60,000—which is somewhat less than 
the normal Democratic majority in 
the modern Gotham where the Tiger 
has his lair. New York City is gub- 
ject to periodical spasms of political 
reform, but the access of virtue sel- 
dom outlasts two consecutive elections. 
The case is somewhat like that of the 
drunkard who makes occasional ef- 
forts at reformation, but invariably 
returns to his cups. New York has 
“taken te pledge” on numerous oc- 
casions, but has as often fallen from 
grace, after the recession of the zeal 
of each new conversion. In the pres- 
ent instance, there is seme hope that 
the lapse will not be so serious as it 
has been on other occasions. Mr. 
McClellan has a reputation—which is, 
doubtless, fu.ly deserved—for persona! 
uprightness. If his individual integ- 
rity can survive an election to the 
Mayoralty of Greater New York, un- 
der Tammany auspices, he may well 
be considered a phenomenon among 
men, and a paragon of political virtue. 
The Republicans won gratifying suc- 
cesses in most of the other States 
which held elections on Tuesday. In 
Massacnusetts, Gov. Bates is re- 
elected by about 35,000 majority. 
Nebraska gives the Republican State 
ticket 10,000 plurality. In New Jer- 
sey, the Legislature has a safe Re- 
publican majority on joint  baliot. 
Pennsylvania, the old reliable, rolls up 
its customary Republican majority of 
225,000 or more. lowa gives the usual 
good account of herself with upward of 
50,000 plurality for the State ticket. 
Kentucky reélects Beckham Governor 
by methods peculiarly Kentuckian. 
Democrats win in Maryland by the 


‘same token. 


One of the startling results of the 
election is the announcement that old 
Mississippi has gone Democratic. This 
is perhaps the most disheartening 
phase of the struggle, from the Repub- 
lican standpoint. If we had carried 
Mississippi, we should have been con- 
tent. But the Dutch have taken Hol- 
land, and we must try to be, if not 
content, as nearly so as possible under 
the circumstances. 

In San Francisco, Eugene €E. 
Schmitz is reélected Mayor by about 
6000 plurality. This result was not 
unexpected. Conditions in San Fran- 
cisco, political and social, are pecu- 
liar. No large city in the country Is 
more completely dominated by trade- 
unionism than is San Francisco. 
Schmitz had the united support of 


organized unionism, while the oppo- 
sition to unionism and its methods

was divided—unfortunately so for the 
welfare of the city. Schmitz polled 
7000 votes less than a majority of the 
votes cast, and if the opposition to 
him bad been united he would easily 
have been defeated. The total vote 
for Lane, the Democratic candidate 
for Mayor, was only 12,528, or con- 
siderably less than half of the total 
vote polled by Schmitz. In these 
ominous figures, Franklin K. Lane— 
if he has foresight commensurate 
with the hindsight thus rather ungra- 
clously thrust upon him—can easily 
see his finish as a political possibility 
of any kind. . 


GIFT 0’ GAB.” 

At a feast recently given in his 
honor Admiral Dewey was called upon 
to reply to a toast, and this is what 
he is reported to have said: “My 
friends, I hope you will excuse me. 
I cannot make a speech. I wish I 
could. I would rather be an orator 
than be the winner of a dozen battles 
like Manila Bay.” With that he col- 
lapsed into his chair, flushed in the 
face and plainly embarrassed. 

The qualities that distinguish our 
great admiral as a first-class fighting 
man, his coolness that failed not un- 
der the enemy's guns, his nerve and 
bravery—all these deserted him when 
he rose to address an audience. 
Among the gifts bestowed upon him 
by Nature there was one lacking— 
“the gift o’ gab.” And it appears that 
it is this gift that he longed most to 
possess. Doubtless it is no new-born 
longing, either. It may be that 
oftentimes, he heard the sailormen, 
in the twilight of the dog watches, 
sing: 

“Then up spoke the 
gallant ship, 

a well-spoken captain was 
he 

Here we have a sailor who, though 
he may have had no other accom- 
plishments, was “well-spoken.” He 
was an Orator. And so greatly was 
this gift held in admiration, that a 
poet made a song about the captain 
which sallormen sing to this day. 

Perhaps we are expected to take 
with a little salt Dewey's statement 
about swapping his reputation as an 
admiral for that of an orator, and yet, 
he might have been serious about it 
without any reflection on his tastes. 
The world loves the music of a silver 
tongue. The names of Demosthenes, 
of Cicero, Paul of Tarsus, Patrick 
Henry, Daniel Webster and Ingersoll 
are not forgotten, nor are they likely 
to be. While the human heart leaps 
with joy or sinks with sorrow the 
orator’s forum will be preserved and 
bts power will endure.

Seventy-five miles of main line and 
425 miles of other tracks have been 
elevated, and 350 grade crossings done 


away with, while ordinances are now | 


in force which will raise fifty miles 
of main lines, 250 miles of other tracks, 
and do away with 140 more grade 
crossings. All this has been done by 
the railways at a cost of $25,000,000, 
and when the work has been com- 
pleted ghe total cost will have been 
$41,000,000, while the total cost to the 
city has peen $6000 a year.—[{Pittsburgh 
Press.
